Thousands line up to 
receive free school 
supplies at Jennifer 
Hudson’s annual event

Everyone always made a big deal about Julian 
King’s birthday but no one more so than Ju- 
lian King. 

Julian— the y-year-old nephew of Acad- 
emy Award-winning actress Jennifer Hud- 
son-made party invitations and handed 
them out to anyone who crossed his path. 
He referred to his birthday as “hatch day” 
and his enthusiasm for celebrating it made 
Aug. 14 one of the happiest days of the year 
in the Hudson house. 

But after Julian was brutally murdered in 
October 2008, along with Hudson’s mother 
and brother, the date threatened to become 
one filled with sorrow and remorse. Hudson 
and her sister Julia fought against that fate, 


determined that people should remember 
their family members for how they lived in- 
stead of the horrific way they died. 

In the months following the slayings, the 
sisters came up with a plan to throw Julian 
a birthday party unlike anything he could 
have imagined. 

For the past four years, the Hudsons have 
hosted a “Hatch Day” celebration on the 
South Side where they distribute school 
supplies to thousands of low-income chil- 
dren in Julian’s memory By 9 a.m. Thursday 
this year’s event had drawn thousands of 
people, many of whom lined up long before 
sunrise outside the Salvation Army Ray & 
Joan Kroc Corps Community Center in West 
Pullman. 

The Hudsons have a similar Christmas toy 
drive each December. 

“We would dread each holiday and each 
birthday” Jennifer Hudson said before the 
event. “This has been the trick to get us 
through the day and to the day” 


The sisters chose to distribute school 
supplies on Julian’s birthday because of his 
love of learning. He kept his backpack filled 
with books and spent much of his free time 
reading, his mother Julia Hudson said. He 
dreamed of becoming a doctor and often told 
people to call him “Dr. King.” 

The Hudson sisters also see the event as a 
way of honoring their mother, Darnell Don- 
erson, and the values she instilled in them. 

“My mama always said, ‘Without family 
you have nothing and you should take care of 
home first,’ ’’Jennifer Hudson said. “Chicago 
is our home, and it is our family” 

And, in many ways, Hudson has embraced 
Hatch Day as a way to help her sister as much 
as honor her slain relatives. Julia Hudson— 
whose then-estranged husband was con- 
victed of killing her son, mother and brother, 
Jason Hudson— used to spend months pre- 
paring for Julian’s birthday She was forever 
scouting presents, buying decorations or 
making party plans. 


In the Hudson family’s Englewood home, 
the days leading up to Aug. 14 were filled with 
baking, last-minute shopping and gleeful an- 
ticipation. “I wanted her to still have that,” 
Jennifer said. 

Hudson ventured outside Thursday’s event 
at one point, signing autographs and hugging 
those waiting in line. She posed for dozens of 
cellphone pictures, flashing smile after smile 
on what she acknowledged could have been a 
tear-filled day 

“You have to find your way through it,” 
she said. “The best thing you can do is to do 
things that you know [your deceased family 
members] would be pleased with. That way 
you know that they’re smiling and they’re 
happy That’s one of the things that gets me 
through. Am I doing what my mother taught 
me? Am I remembering them in the way 
that they would want to be remembered? 
Am I representing them in the way that they 
would want to be represented? Doing that 
helps me.”

Ferguson, Mo., violence 
hits home in Chicago

Hundreds of people crowded Daley Plaza on 
Thursday night for a rally against police bru- 
tality as repercussions of violence in Fergu- 
son, Mo., hit Chicago following the shooting 
death of Michael Brown. 

“I’m so mad right now I can’t even speak. 
This hurts so bad,” said Rachel Jackson, 
23, breaking into tears as she addressed the 
crowd. “I’m so mad, but we are here, and you 
all came out, and I thank you for coming out, 
because this matters. We {bleeping} matter.” 

Protesters held their hands up in a gesture 
of submission and stood silent for four min- 
utes in memory of the four hours Brown’s 
body reportedly was left on the street after 
the 18 -year-old was shot dead by police in 
Ferguson on Saturday Police say Brown was 
unarmed, but was shot during a scuffle with 
a police officer. 

The Chicago rally was one of dozens 
planned across the country in what social me- 
dia activists termed #NMOSi4, for National 
Moment of Silence. 

A handful of Chicago police on the scene 
hung back from the crowd, which remained 
peaceful. Officers on the scene declined to give 
an estimate of how many were in attendance; 
one organizer estimated the tally at about 700. 

“We’re standing here with our hands up. 
Our hands been up ... and we’re still dying. 
What are we supposed to do?” said organizer 
Malcolm London, 21, after chanting “black 
lives matter” so loudly his microphone started 
to malfunction. 

As one attendee sang to the crowd, Lon- 
don crumpled to the ground, pressed his fists 
against his eyes and started sobbing. 

Ferguson has been in disarray since Brown 
was killed. Protests have occasionally turned 
violent, with incidences of looting and vandal- 
ism. Demonstrators, politicians and activists 
have accused Ferguson police of using ex- 
treme tactics — such as tear gas, military gear 
and rubber bullets — that are out of propor- 


tion with the actions of the crowds. 

The events in Ferguson have sparked out- 
rage across the country— not least in Chica- 
go, about 300 miles northeast, which 
has its own fraught history of po- 
lice brutality, protest and offi- 
cer-involved shootings. 

“The people here feel as if 
the police don’t care about 
protecting and serving them,” 
said Kimberly Sewell, 26, one 
of the vigil’s organizers. “It 
brews a little bit of anger inside 
of them. Why is so much police 
violence happening? Why aren’t you 
doing what you’re trained to do?” 

Sewell, a special education teaching assis- 
tant, grew up in the Cabrini-Green housing 
projects, where she said there was a heavy po- 


lice presence. 

“I didn’t seem to pick up a good vibe from 
them. They seemed a bit hostile, I guess, a 
little condescending,” she said. “I felt 
that they didn’t really care about 
the issues or protecting the 
people.” 

A statement from Chicago 
Police Department spokes- 
man Martin Maloney said 
police would be respectful of 
the ralliers’ First Amendment 
rights. 

“The Chicago Police Depart- 
ment always works to ensure every 
group can exercise their right to assem- 
ble and their right {to} free speech, and that 
will be no different with tonight’s rally” he 
emailed in a statement before the gathering. 


Chicago’s history of tension between citi- 
zens and police goes back a hundred years or 
more, according to Mariame Kaba, founding 
director of community justice group Project 
NIA. 

“The {Chicago} police have had a hostile 
relationship to black communities for genera- 
tions,” she said. “The Jon Burge torture cases 
are not legend in most black communities; 
they’re present-day realities.” 

Burge is a former Chicago police com- 
mander accused of torturing suspects to gain 
false confessions. Kaba also mentioned the 
violent 1968 Democratic National Conven- 
tion, which was termed a “police riot” in an 
official report, and racist police action during 
the “Red Summer” riots of 1919. 

“Ferguson is sparking the reaction it is na- 
tionwide because of the fact that so many 
people, especially black people, in this coun- 
try have an antagonistic relationship with po- 
lice,” Kaba said. 

According to Tribune data, there have been 
34 officer-involved shootings in Chicago so far 
this year. Of those, 32 suspects were injured or 
killed by police, and two officers were injured. 

Pat Camden, a spokesman for the Fraternal 
Order of Police, said officers were not antici- 
pating a Chicago repeat of Ferguson violence 
at Thursday’s rally or after. 

“From the union perspective, that’s not 
something that we’re hearing, and that’s not 
the case,” he said. “Hopefully {the protesters} 
will peacefully express their First Amend- 
ment rights.” 

Before Thursday’s rally, Sewell said she 
could see Ferguson-style violence happening 
here— but she said she hoped the rally would 
be a positive outlet for frustrated feelings “be- 
fore it reaches that exploding point.” 

“We’re getting fed up with what was going 
on,” she said. “Possibly one day those will all 
come to a head ... tonight’s vigil is to just allow 
us a moment to grieve and to mourn and to let 
out all those feelings of sadness and things like 
that so we can start having a clearer head on 
how to attack these issues.”

Detained couple face 
murky Bali iegai fight

The couple detained by Indonesian authori- 
ties this week for their suspected role in the 
beating death of Chicagoan Sheila von Weise- 
Mack could face a legal system wholly differ- 
ent from that in the United States— one de- 
scribed by legal experts as corrupt but often 
sensitive to cases involving foreigners. 

Investigators’ capabilities generally lag 
behind those in more-developed countries. 
Guilt or innocence is not determined by ju- 
ries in Indonesia but by a panel of judges with 
wide latitude to question witnesses, and a 
defendant’s show of respect for the authori- 
ties can shave time off a sentence. Prison con- 
ditions in the former Dutch colony can be 
harsh, though the sentences of well-behaving 
prisoners can be lightened on national holi- 
days. 

Still, experts say Bali’s legal system is not 
only adept at prosecuting foreigners, but in 
doing so in a fair and transparent manner. 

“Bali lives from tourism, and it brings in a 
lot of foreign exchange for Indonesia,” said 
Jeffrey Winters, a professor of politics and 
Indonesia expert at Northwestern University 
‘Anything involving foreigners is just auto- 
matically very high profile and very sensitive. 
And the US. embassy will be fuUy engaged in 
this.” 

Heather Mack, 19, and Tommy Schaefer, 21, 
have not been charged in connection with the 
death of Mack’s mother, though authorities in 
Bali have spoken of the pair as if they consider 
them guilty The couple has been ordered to 
undergo mental health exams. 

A State Department spokeswoman said the 
US. government is monitoring the situation 
on the resort island, after a taxi driver and 
hotel manager found von Weise-Mack’s body 
stuffed inside a hard-sided suitcase this week. 
Indonesian police arrested Mack and Schae- 
fer on Wednesday after a taxi driver found the 
62-year-old victim’s battered body outside the 
St. Regis luxury hotel in Nusa Dua, on the is- 
land of Bali. 

A provincial police chief in Bali said offi- 
cials had performed “blood and psychiatric 
tests” in an effort to determine the couple’s 
motive. 

“Maybe they are mentally unstable,” Djoko 
Hariutomo, police chief for Bali’s provincial 
capital Denpasar, told reporters. “So far we 
haven’t gotten any information on what is be- 
hind the murder. Is it financial or something 
else? We don’t know”

A Chicago attorney said Mack was hysteri- 
calTuesday evening, when she called from po- 
lice custody to ask for help. 

“She said there was something wrong, and 
she started crying,” the attorney, Michael El- 
kin, said Thursday 

Elkin said Mack was focused on reaching 
out to authorities before she was taken into 
custody, not running from them. Elkin said he 
told her to contact US. authorities in Bali. 

“She was not asking if she should flee, but 
whether she should contact the police or the 
embassy,” Elkin said. “It wasn’t, ‘How do I get 
rid of the body?,’ it was ‘I need your advice on 
what to do.’ ” 

Indonesia’s justice system can be “severely 
corrupt,” Winters said, but that tends to af- 
fect cases involving wealthy and powerful 
locals. The system in Bali is particularly ex- 
perienced, he added, because of its status as a 
tourist destination and a drug-smuggling hot 
spot. 

“This is a very high-profile case, which 
means massive domestic and international 
scrutiny” Winters said. “That’s going to re- 
duce the chances that there’s going to be any 
irregularities.”

IN THE DOGH'Ak'USE 


Finding a place that’ll accept your pet can take work

As if the search for the perfect Chicago apartment wasn’t challenging enough, 
factoring in a four-legged roommate often is a dealbreaker. Especially if that furry 
friend is on the big side. 


“[Having a pet] probably eliminates more 
than 50 percent of the options,” said Manny 
Capozzi, director of operations at Chicago 
Apartment Finders. If a building does allow 
pets, Capozzi says, weight limits or breed re- 
strictions often exclude animals larger than 
35 or 40 pounds. 

Nick Ivey 34, knew his 105-pound husky- 
malamute mix, Marooke, would limit his 
housing choices when he moved to the city 
five years ago, but many policies seemed 
counterintuitive . 

“Every little dog Eve ever met needs to go 
out a lot, they run all over the place and they 
also bark,” Ivey said. “Marooke doesn’t do 
anything.” 

Several larger breeds share sedentary traits 
that could better fit urban living, according 
to Anti-Cruelty Society vice president Da- 
vid Dinger, and since most city residents are 
apartment dwellers, bigger animals often stay 
in shelters longer. But the landlords’ policies 
still make sense. Dinger says. 

‘A dachshund chewing on some woodwork 
might be an irritant,” Dinger said, “but a rott- 
weiler or a shepherd chewing on the same 
woodwork could be really damaging. ... Ide- 
ally dogs should be evaluated as individuals, 
though I understand why that’s daunting for 
a management company But they’re missing 
out on a lot of really great pets.” 

At Planned Property Management, which 
oversees apartment buildings in Lincoln Park, 
Lakeview and the Gold Coast, all properties 


are cat-friendly and five of 28 allow dogs under 
40 pounds. 

“We love dogs, but they bring with them a 
whole special set of circumstances,” PPM mar- 
keting director Dan McDonough said. Dogs 
can mean floor replacements, allergens, noise 
issues and other messes. Sticking to 40 pounds 
and under, McDonough said, seemed appro- 
priate for the apartment lifestyle. 

Owners of large pets do have options. Ca- 
pozzi says his firm usually directs tenants to 
“mom and pop landlords,” who often have 
more flexible rules. In some cases, manage- 
ment companies are finding that allowing 
larger animals can give them a competitive 
edge. Mindy Bruscemi, regional manager at 
Reside Living, says her company implement- 
ed a no-weight-limit policy when it found it 
was losing prospective tenants. 

“Residents love their pets and they’ll pay 
for them, and they need a place to live,” Brus- 
cemi said. While Reside has nine restricted 
breeds, including pit bulls and Jack Russell 
terriers, with so many renters owning mixed 
breeds, the company tries to make decisions 
case-by-case, she said. 

Ivey was able to find a home for himself and 
Marooke in Lakevie^y though he says a down- 
town unit would have been more convenient. 
“I couldn’t look at any of those places at aU,” 
Ivey said. “I had to live out in the neighbor- 
hoods, which I don’t mind, I love it, but at the 
same time it’d be nice to have a gym and a roof- 
top pool.”

For anyone who 
didn’t read Lois 
Lowry’s novel “The 
Giver” in junior 
high (that includes 
me), the big-screen 
adaptation will make 
you much more upset 
with “Divergent.” 
What a freakin’ 
rip-off that story is. 
Sorry Fm glad it’s 
set in Chicago, and 
the movie was OK. 
But “The Giver” was published in 1993 and 
also showcases a near-futuristic dystopia in 
which individuality has been eliminated, 
young adults are assigned jobs and the hero 
goes through rigorous training, overseen by a 
powerful leader. Though online commenters 
indicate the book doesn’t have nearly as 
much violence or a big villain. 

Unfortunately on screen “The Giver” is 
even worse than “Divergent.” Like the latter 
story’s Tris, Jonas (BrentonThwaites of “Ma- 
leficent”) is the only kid in town who doesn’t 
know his purpose. He also experiences an un- 
expected result from his professional assign- 
ment ceremony when the Chief Elder (Meryl 
Streep) selects him as the next Receiver of 
Memory This means extensive sessions of 
holding hands with The Giver (Jeff Bridges), 
absorbing the man’s memories of colors and 
dancing and sleds and a montage of human 
existence Jonas mustn’t discuss with anyone. 

Jonas almost immediately shows he can’t

be trusted. Yet despite having plenty of 
surveillance capabilities. Chief Elder waits 
a long time to try to prevent this kid from 
unraveling a social structure that’s pretty easy 
to loosen. 

Jonas’ role is to use knowledge of the past, 
which no one else possesses, to guide others. 
It seems like if someone were to come up 
with the idea of war on their own, hearing 
one guy explain its evils wouldn’t stop them. 
Also: The script commits sincerely to ques- 
tionable logic and constant earnestness like 
debating feelings vs. emotions and Jonas say- 
ing, “If you can’t feel, what’s the point?” He 
initially asks his mentor, “If I’m the receiver, 
what does that make you?” to which Bridges’ 
character should say, “Sheesh, I thought you 
were supposed to be smart.” 

It’s not the source material’s fault that 
the movie, co-starring Alexander Skarsgard, 
Katie Holmes and Taylor Swift (!), shares ele- 
ments with “The Truman Show,” “Pleasant- 
ville,” “Starship Troopers” or the awful “The 
Host.”Thwaites (25) and Odeya Rush (17!), as 
Jonas’ friend Fiona, are good, and notions of 
lost innocence and the power of knowledge 
always resonate a little. However, director 
Phillip Noyce (“Salt”) reaches ponderous and 
hits cruise control as the movie sometimes 
recalls 2006’s little-seen “Peaceful Warrior,” 
in which Nick Nolte served as a grumbling 
adviser. Don’t see that, or this.

Why aren’t the 
“Expendables” mov- 
ies being released 
directly to gyms?

But the real issue is 
that what once was novel— the entire action 
genre is reuniting! —is now a bland, rickety 
vehicle that’s a little hard to watch without 
grimacing. 

Because every series needs a new class. 
Part 3 involves Barney (co-writer Sylvester 
Stallone) saying goodbye to his veteran crew 
(Jason Statham, Dolph Lundgren, Randy 
Couture and, this time, Wesley Snipes) 
and gathering younger bruisers, “Ocean’s

Eleven”-style, to inflict worldwide pain. That 
includes talking mannequin Kellan Lutz, 
MMA fighter/terrible actress Ronda Rousey 
pro boxer Victor Ortiz and Glen Powell— 
aka some guy who’s neither a recognizable 
heartthrob nor someone who normally gets 
paid to beat people senseless. The squad 
seeks payback against a baddie with the 
astoundingly fake-sounding name of Conrad 
Stonebanks, well played by the effortlessly 
unlikable Mel Gibson. 

Speaking of which: Snipes’ character is 
introduced escaping from prison and joking 
that he was in for tax evasion. Soon after 
Gibson’s character appears, he declines to 
shoot Stallone and opts for Terry Crews 
instead. Is this meant to wink at Gibson’s off- 
screen bigotry? Pretty weird. 

Anyway “The Expendables 3” exists. It has 
fewer annoying one-liners but less fun and 
excitement than its predecessor, which was 


a little worse than its predecessor. Harrison 
Lord’s in it. So is Antonio Banderas, as an 
annoying chatterbox I enjoyed more when 
closing my eyes and picturing him as Puss in 
Boots. 

All of these movies could be called “Guys 
%u Used to Like Shootin’ Stuff” I’d rather 
they do this project than “Parental Guid- 
ance” or ‘And So It Goes,” but I’d rather 
watch “Mission: Impossible— Ghost Proto- 


col.” “The Expendables 3” runs 126 minutes 
for no reason and is the most poorly made 
installment, a result of second-time feature 
director Patrick Hughes taking over for 
guys who know what they’re doing. But this 
can’t go on forever. Who’s on deck next, A 1 
Pacino? Samuel L. Jackson? Woody Allen? 
Maybe a female version of this team. Though 
the absence of Diane Keaton is not one of 
the problems here.
